rtronableneſs of rhe Service it ſelf, which they Diſſent from, which 
this Refleftor doth not proceed to, nor doth adviſe me to it, tho 
that was the chief Thing, and would have been moſt to the pur-: 
toſe ,, 1 doubt the Churches Charuy alone, in the reſpett which he 
mentions, would hardly bring them 10 Conformity and Obedience 


to it. 


But to give Him his due : He doth not inſiſt upon this, as the 
chief Thing, being appreben{toe, 'tis likely, of the weakneſs of it 
raken by it ſelf. It was ſomething elſe he had — in bis 
Thoughts, as appears by bis long Harangue about it, which I can- 
not but wonder at, Viz. That it was an Holy Place where they were 
now Aſſembled, and where their Beloved Teacher choſe to-lie at 
Reft, which He had hinted before. And that I might have in- 
ferred, That they do not Die ſo much out of Charity with the 
Church, as is commonly imputed to them. For they [ike well 
enough to be Buried there, in the Church Ground. And when they 
-come to depart out of this World, they leave their Bodies as a 
Legacy to it. And to'leave a Legacy to one, is juſtly thought a 
Sign and Seal of Reconciliation and perfe&t-Love. 1 rever heard 
indeed that they were much out F-4 concert with the Earth of the 
Church-Floor. And if that be a ſign of their Reconciliation to the 
Church, I find they are contented to groe a Teftimony of it at any 
time, when there #s the like Occaſion, And tho' theſe Brethren 
Chuſe to ſerve God in a Common and Unhallowed Barn, rather 
than in a Place:Solemnly Devoted to be God's Houſe of Prayer ; 
| yet on Death-Bed Thoughts they cannot Will their Bodies to be 

committed to the Threſhing-Floor ; bat make it their laſt Option 
to be Buried with their Foretathers, az it 7s Natural, or Cuſtomary 
For all to defire \ and let their Sepulchres at leaſt be on the good 
old Conſectated Ground ; ths ' 1 dare Jay, they never think of the 
Conſecration, when they do ſo. (And who knoweth, 'but-the Better 
Sart of Dilſeaters may have ſuch Scruples'vn them as theſe ?- _

If they ſhould be too ſoon admitted into the Boſom of the Church, 
they could by no means live up to the Rules and Orders of it; 
whereas deliying their Adtnifſion to the laft, . when their Bodres 
ere brought to Church, They may*'pollibly ſuppoſe, that fach a fi- 
nal Attion may determine their Salvation ; and to be Buried in 
the Church be a ſufficient Atonement for their long Abſence from 
it. And then upon this he ſaith, 1 might have took occaſion to 
perſiwade the Brethren there preſent, that they would be as well 
afteQed in.their Life and. Health, as;.they generally, come to'be 
In their laſt Sickneſs and point of Death, that is, to bring their 
Bodies to the Chuich, whilſt rheir Souls are'yer in them ; which 
would be a more acceptable Sacrifice, than the bare Carcaſe and 
Refuſe of Mortality. And, ' why ſhould they deſire to be Interred 
within the PrecinGis of the Church ;” unlefs they think it their own 

"aft Home and proper Place ? ' Would afy of. us. requeſt, that our 
Dead Bodies ſhould be carried into 'an Enetnies Country, rather 
than be laid up in our Native 'Land ? It. muſt argue-ſome good 
AﬀetCtion ſure to the Spot of Earth, where we reſolve to lay down 
our Mortal Man, and to mix our common Duft. Ard moreover 
therefore, I ſhould have. encouraged theſe Brethren, not to for- 
fake the Aſſembling of themſtlyes together 'itt that Holy Place, 
where the Mournful Occaſion had now brought them. .The Ground 
was not Polluted with Idolatrous Worſhip ; if it had, their Re- 
verend Teacher would not have. defired to have found there an 
Ark of Reft for his Earthly Tabernacle. By theſe extraordinary 
Arguments and Motiues, I ſhould very powerfully have Exhorted
